Obama: World behind strategy to 
exit Afghanistan 


CHICAGO (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama declared 
yesterday that the world was 
behind his strategy to end the 
war in Afghanistan, as more 
than 50 leaders gathered to 
hammer out a withdrawal plan 
at a key NATO summit. 

The United States recog¬ 
nized the "hardship” Afgha¬ 
nistan had been through and 
realized its people "desperately 
want peace and security," 
Obama said as he met Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai on the 


sidelines of the Chicago talks. 

"What this NATO summit 
reflects is that the world is be¬ 
hind the strategy that we have 
laid out," he told reporters. 
"Now it is our task to imple¬ 
ment it effectively." 

Karzai said his country no 
longer wants to be a "burden," 
urging the international com¬ 
munity to complete a security 
transition to his Afghan forces 
as it pulls out 130,000 troops 
by the end of 2014. 

"Afghanistan... is looking 


forward to an end to this war 
and a transformational decade 
in which Afghanistan will be 
working further for institution 
building and the development 
of sound governance in the 
country," Karzai said. 

Countries with troops in 
Afghanistan have pledged 
roughly $1 billion to help 
bankroll Afghan security forces 
once most NATO troops with¬ 
draw by the end of 2014, on top 
of funds promised by the United 
States, a Western official said.

Durable solutions for the 
future and organization 


of KIA 



SAN NICOLAS - The re¬ 
sults of an analysis of Aruba’s 
Correctional Institution KIA 
(local prison) developed into 
a project which entails 
durable solutions for the fu¬ 
ture and organization of our 
prison. This project was pre¬ 
sented last Thursday to all 
stakeholders of KIA by the 
Minister of Justice. 

Among the stakeholders 
were the unions representing 
employees, namely, TOPA 
and SEPPA. Both unions re¬ 
marked that they were 
pleased with the well-pre¬ 
pared and transparent presen¬ 
tation they received. They 
believe that the carefully de¬ 
lineated decisions will trans¬ 
late into a more effective 
organization. 

The Minister requested the 
contribution of both unions, 
TOPA and SEPPA in the 
process. They were charged 
with consulting their mem¬ 
bers, KIA employees, on the 
contents of the documents 
they received and then to 
meet with the Minister and 
his team again within a few 
weeks. 

The analysis performed 
was very meticulous and in- 
depth in order to arrive at the 
results. A list of the solutions 
derived will result in durable 
actions to create a 4 new’ KIA 
of integrity, order and secu¬ 
rity. 


According to the Minister 
of Justice, one of the primary 
goals is to achieve an effec¬ 
tive management in KIA, and 
that the first steps have been 
taken to achieve a solid foun¬ 
dation that will result in a 
concrete plan for the forma¬ 
tion of the future of the or¬ 
ganization. Some of the 
cardinal aspects that were 
discussed in the meeting with 
the stakeholders were: the or¬ 
ganizational structure, re¬ 
spect, order and security, 
training and career de- velop- 
ment of the employees. 

After the unions have con¬ 
sulted with their members 
and have reported back to the 
Ministerial team, they will 
finalize the planning and 
begin the legal process to for¬ 
malize and execute the plan. 
According to the Minister, 
what they want is a durable 
and effective solution.

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Parents of ADHD children 
often live with their “hands 
up in the air” and almost at 
the point of desperation. 
They say things like...’Tm 
exhausted and at wits end 
corner...” 

ADHD stands for Atten¬ 
tion Deficit Hyperactive Dis¬ 
order, and basically describes 
a child who is extremely and 
constantly active, who has a 
very limited attention span. 
These children cannot sit still 
for more than a few moments, 
and cannot focus on any one 
thing for more than a few mo¬ 
ments. They are in constant 
motion and do not tire easily. 
Parents usually have no idea 
how to get them to slow 
down, or how to get their at¬ 
tention for any length of time. 
If you have an ADHD child, 
this pretty well describes you 
and your child. 

Now, my question is, can 
taking such a child to a thera¬ 
pist or psychologist do any 
good? In this article, I want 
to, in a condensed manner, 
outline some of the benefits 
for getting professional help 
with your ADHD child. In my 
practice I have seen ADHD 
children and their parents 
make admirable progress in 
their daily behaviour and ap¬ 
proach to the situation. 

First things first: Parents 
need to get a professional di¬ 
agnosis of a child. The diag¬ 
nosis should never come 
from a teacher or school ad¬ 
ministrator. I have had too 
many parents bring me a 
child that was diagnosed 
ADHD by a teacher, who was 
far from being ADHD! 

Will Counselling help an 
ADHD child? If your child 
has been professionally diag¬ 
nosed ADHD, counselling 
and/or coaching can be ex¬ 
tremely helpful for YOU and 
your child. I emphasize the 
importance of the parent get¬ 
ting involved in the coun¬

selling and not just the child. 
The parent must be involved 
in the counselling process. 
How a parent treats a child, 
reacts to the child, the tone 
used by a parent, the words 
parents say, the type of nur¬ 
ture and support a parent 
gives is crucial to the ADHD 
child. If a parent does not 
learn to change their parent¬ 
ing skills, the child can never 
learn nor change their behav¬ 
iour in the family system. 
These skills are usually taught 
in the counselling process. 

Parents need special sup¬ 
port: While counselling and 
coaching the ADHD child, 
the parent will also be receiv¬ 
ing support in ways to best 
help the ADHD child to suc¬ 
ceed. The psychologist or 
therapist will help the parent 
understand what the child is 
experiencing and help the 
parent identify what the child 
needs most from the parent. 
The parent will learn behav¬ 
iour management skills and 
explore options for dealing 
with the ADHD child’s hy¬ 
peractivity, forget fulne s s, 
poor attention span, lack of 
motivation, impulsivity, and 
lack of task completion, etc. 

Counselling/coaching 
will make a major differ¬ 
ence: an ADHD child in 
counselling will learn social 
skills, organizational skills, 
and study skills. One of the 
objectives of the counsellor 
will be to help improve the 
child’s self-esteem, how to 


feel better about themselves 
and to understand their 
ADHD and how to deal 
with it. They will help the 
parent to create a healthy 
child/parent relationship. 

Therapy Styles in coun¬ 
selling: In counselling/ 
coaching ADHD children, 
we use one of several ther¬ 
apy styles. One of the styles 
I use most frequently is what 
we call Cognitive Behaviour 
Therapy (CBT). This therapy 
style is very effective for help¬ 
ing ADHD children succeed. 
This type of therapy explores 
options for making thoughts, 
feelings and behaviour con¬ 
tribute to success in the child. 
We focus on building skills, 
on managing emotions, on 
developing interpersonal 
skills and general behaviour. 

Play Therapy can also be 
effective: Sometimes, depen¬ 
ding on the child and on the 
age of the child, I may use 
what we call Play Therapy. 
This can also be effective 
with certain children. This 
type of therapy recognizes 
that some children, particu¬ 
larly younger children, may 
not be capable of expressing 
their feelings. So, the Play 
Therapy is a way for the psy¬ 
chologist to interact with the 
child’s fantasy and symbolic 
play. We have learned that 
children will often display 
their feelings through their 
play with dolls, trucks or 
through drawings and colour¬ 
ings. Research has proven 
that there is a lot of positive 
results from Play Therapy. 

Support groups are ex¬ 
tremely helpful: The ADHD 
child gets a great deal of sup¬ 
port and encouragement from 
a support group; it helps to 
build their social skills. A the¬ 
rapist or psychologist will ex¬ 
plain the value of such a 
support group and help guide 
you to such a group.

The parents of an ADHD 
child would also benefit 
enormously from a parent 
support group. Such a parent 
support group will provide 
parents with emotional sup¬ 
port and some of the informa¬ 
tion they need for other 
resources they may need to 
help their child. 

The most important mes¬ 
sage in this article is that your 
ADHD child will be greatly 
helped by getting profes¬ 


sional help and the necessary 
coaching to make him/her a 
successful person. Keeping 
the ADHD child at home or 
simply going to school with¬ 
out getting the required pro¬ 
fessional coaching will do no 
good for his self-esteem and 
potential for success.

Strong Italy quake kills at least six

NATO activates missile 
shield, vows no rush to 
exit Afghanistan 


FERRARA (AFP) - A power¬ 
ful earthquake shook Italy’s in¬ 
dustrial and densely populated 
northeast early yesterday, 
killing at least six people, 
felling homes and factories and 
reducing historic buildings to 
rubble. 

Emergency services said 
dozens had been injured in the 
magnitude 6.0 quake, which 
struck in the middle of the 
night, sending thousands of 
people running into the streets 
in towns and cities across the 
Emilia Romagna region. 

Emergency workers were 
sifting through the rubble of 
collapsed buildings for victims 
hours after the quake and se¬ 
veral aftershocks . 

Four of the dead were 
night-shift workers in factories 
which collapsed, including two 
who were crushed when the 
roof of a ceramics factory 
caved in. A 37-year-old Ger¬ 
man woman and another 
woman aged over 100 report¬ 
edly died from shock. 

The quake caused "signifi¬ 
cant” damage to historic build¬ 
ings as it rattled the cities of 
Bologna, Ferrara, Verona and 
Mantua, Italy’s culture mi¬ 
nistry said adding that it was 
carrying out "more detailed 
verifications with firemen and 
the civil defence service." 


Italian television showed 
many historic buildings, includ¬ 
ing churches, reduced to rubble. 
Cars were crushed under falling 
masonry, and the Civil Protec¬ 
tion Agency evacuated hun¬ 
dreds of elderly and vulnerable 
people to makeshift communal 
shelters in Finale Emilia and 
towns near the epicenter. 

Warehouses storing more 
than 300,000 wheels of Parme¬ 
san and Grana Padano, a similar 
cheese, with an estimated value 
of more than 250 million euros 
($320 million), also collapsed, 
an industry official said. 

Authorities said the quake’s 
epicenter was the commune of

The region shaken by the 
quake is Italy’s industrial heart¬ 
land but also home to priceless 
architectural and art treasures.

CHICAGO (AFP) - NATO 
leaders yesterday activated 
the first phase of a US-led 
missile shield for Europe, 
risking to further anger Russia 
which has threatened to de¬ 
ploy rockets to EU borders to 
counter the system.

President Barack Obama and 
his allies at a Chicago summit 
will put a US warship carry¬ 
ing interceptors in the 
Mediterranean and an early- 
warning radar system under 
command of a NATO base in 
Ramstein, Germany. 

The alliance insists the 
shield is not aimed at Russia 
and aims to knock out mis¬ 
siles that could be launched 
by enemies such as Iran, but 
Moscow fears that the system 
will also serve to neutralize its 
nuclear deterrent. 

"Missile defense is indis¬ 
pensable. We are faced with 
real missile threats," NATO 
Secretary General Anders 
Fogh Rasmussen said on the 
eve of the summit, adding that 
30 states either have or seek 
ballistic missile technology.

"Our summit has three key 
priorities: keeping Afghani¬ 
stan secure now and in the 
years to come, keeping NATO 
strong and capable in the 21st 
century and keeping our 
global network of partners 
solid," Rasmussen told re¬ 
porters. 

Despite plans by France to 
speed up its own pullout, he 
pledged: "There will be no 
rush for the exits.

Blast near UN monitors as Damascus 


rocked by clashes 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - A 
rocket-propelled grenade ex¬ 
ploded near a team of UN ob¬ 
servers in a Damascus suburb 
yesterday, the military said, as 
clashes between regime troops 
and armed rebels raged in and 
around the Syrian capital. 

No one was hurt in the 
Douma blast, which came as 
UN truce mission head Major 
General Robert Mood and 
peacekeeping chief Herve 
Ladsous were leading a team 
of observers around the north 
Damascus suburb, an AFP cor¬ 


respondent at the scene said. 

But elsewhere in the coun¬ 
try at least 48 people were 
killed, including 34 in an as¬ 
sault by Syrian regime forces 
on a village in central Hama 
province, the Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights said. 

Syrian regime forces rained 
shells on the village of Souran 
in Hama, it said, describing the 
deaths as a "massacre" and 
urging UN truce observers to 
deploy immediately in the 
area. 

The device in Douma, a 


rocket propelled-grenade ac¬ 
cording to a Syrian army offi¬ 
cer in the area, exploded just a 
few dozen meters from the UN 
team. 

The UN observers did not 
comment on the nature of the 
explosion, but urged all parties 
to stop fighting. 

He lamented failure by all 
parties in Syria to respect a 
UN-backed ceasefire which 
technically went into effect on 
April 12, days only before the 
first UN observers arrived to 
monitor the truce. 


Scotland: Megrahi death justifies early 
prison release 


LONDON (AFP) - The death 
of the only man convicted of 
the Lockerbie bombing yester¬ 
day vindicates Scotland's deci¬ 
sion to free him from prison 
early in 2009, Scottish First 
Minister Alex Salmond said. 

Salmond said Abdelbaset 
Ali Mohmet al-Megrahi's 
death from prostate cancer 
"confirms what we have al¬ 
ways said about his medical 
condition". 

Scottish authorities released 
Megrahi on compassionate 
grounds in August 2009, caus¬ 
ing outrage in the US and 
Britain. 

Critics claimed that the re¬ 


lease was motivated by 
Britain's desire to secure cheap 
oil from Libya. 

A Scottish court sitting in 
the Netherlands in 2001 con¬ 
victed Megrahi of the 1988 at¬ 
tack on Pan Am flight 103 over 
the Scottish town of Lockerbie 
which resulted in the deaths of 
270 people, mostly Americans. 

The move was condemned 
by the US government and 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said yesterday 
Megrahi "should never have 
been released from prison." 

However, Salmond argued 
the decision was proven to 
have been taken in good faith, 


was based on the traditions of 
Scottish law and had substan¬ 
tial support domestically and 
internationally. 

Megrahi had always main¬ 
tained his innocence and his 
brother Abdelhakim said after 
his death yesterday that he was 
the "scapegoat" of Moamer 
Kadhafi's regime and his death 
had "left us with the feeling of 
injustice." 

Salmond said Scottish au¬ 
thorities would continue to in¬ 
vestigate such claims. 

"It has always been the 
Crown's position that Mr 
Megrahi did not act alone but 
with others," he said.

Chen starts life in US as 
China stays quiet 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Blind 
Chinese dissident Chen 
Guangcheng began his new 
life in the United States yester¬ 
day after a warm welcome but 
in Beijing he leaves behind a 
diplomatic mess that may pre¬ 
vent him ever returning home. 

Chen, a self-taught lawyer, 
landed in New York with his 
wife and two young children 
on Saturday to a rapturous re¬ 
ception from his hosts and he 
quickly praised the "restraint 
and calm," shown by the Chi¬ 
nese government in his case. 

The 40-year-old, who is to 
become a research fellow at 
New York University's School 
of Law, has repeatedly said he 
is not seeking exile in the 
United States and may one day 
want to go back to China. 

But the Chinese govern¬ 
ment's decision to allow a con¬ 
victed citizen to leave its 
territory just weeks after he 
managed to flee house arrest 
and caused them huge interna¬ 
tional embarrassment is un¬ 
likely to be forgotten, analysts 
said. 

"It will be very difficult," 
retired Shandong University 
professor Sun Wenguang told 
AFP. "The authorities will not 
welcome him back. 

"He brought on diplomatic 
turmoil and became a focus of 


the international press." 

A leading US Senator 
whose portfolio includes fo¬ 
reign affairs said yesterday that 
Washington should use Chen's 
arrival to address Beijing's 
shortcomings on the global 
stage, regardless of economic 
considerations. 

"This is an opportunity for 
the American government and 
people to re-engage China 
about their human rights 
records," Senator Lindsey Gra¬ 
ham told CBS television's 
"Face the Nation" program. 

"This opportunity exists 
through this brave man to raise 
our moral voice and tell China 
we want to do business with 
you, but you better change 
your behavior." 

One of China's best-known 
activists, Chen won praise for 
investigating forced steriliza¬ 
tions and late-term abortions 
under China's "one-child" fam¬ 
ily planning policy. 

He served over four years 
in prison and on his release 
from jail in 2010, he was sub¬ 
jected to house arrest in his 
home village in eastern China. 

But he made a dramatic es¬ 
cape in April, eventually secur¬ 
ing sanctuary at the US 
embassy in Beijing in a step 
that prompted a diplomatic tu¬ 
mult.

Doctors had previously 
hoped that they would only 
have to amputate the fingers 
and could save her palms, 
which had been purple, were 
slowly healing and turning 
pink. 

But on Thursday, doctors 
saw that the palms which had 
returned to “their splotchy pur¬ 
plish coloration” and were 
“hampering her recovery” and 
told her family of the devastat¬ 
ing news that they will need to 
amputate her hands to ensure 
her survival. 

Aimee is in critical condi¬ 
tion at Augusta Hospital since 
Saturday. 

Copeland suffered a huge 
gash in her leg in a zip-line ac¬ 
cident and fell into the Little 
Tallapoosa River near Carroll¬ 
ton, Georgia, on May 1. She 
developed necrotizing fasci¬ 
itis, a bacterial infection that 
destroys soft tissue. 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
said on week-end he was 
making a "progressive recov¬ 
ery" from a course of radia¬ 
tion therapy he underwent 
earlier this month in Cuba, but 
admitted he was suffering 
from a lack of physical 
strengths. 

"I am making a progressive 
recovery," Chavez said in a 
telephone conversation with 
state-controlled television. 

But he admitted that his 
cancer treatment had affected 
his physical strength and that 
he was no longer, as he put it, 
"a hard-charging horse of be¬ 
fore." 


Necrotizing or "flesh-eat¬ 
ing" soft-tissue infections are 
a broad category of infections 
with many causes, although 
Group A Streptococcus is the 
most common culprit. Doctors 
blamed Copeland's infection 
on the Aeromonos hydrophila 
bacteria, which are found in 
fresh or brackish water and 
may have entered the wound 
when she fell into the river. 


"I used to pass sleepless 
nights," he said. "Now I work 
eight hours as mandated by 
the law. I rest and I follow a 
diet." 

He said he was feeling what 
he described as the "normal 
effect of radiotherapy" that he 
underwent in Cuba in an at¬ 
tempt to beat back his cancer. 

Chavez, who returned from 
Havana on May 11, did not 
offer any other details about 
his condition. 

Chavez, 57, has undergone 
surgery twice in the past year 
to remove cancerous tumors, 
and has had chemotherapy fol¬ 
lowed by radiation treatments 
to try to rid himself of the can-

eyelash," her father, Andy 
Copeland, wrote on Facebook 
on Friday about the conversa¬ 
tion he and his wife had with 
their daughter the day before.

4,700 potentially dangerous asteroids lurk near 
Earth, NASA says

A new NASA survey has 
pinned down the number of 
asteroids that could pose a col¬ 
lision threat to Earth in what 
scientists say is the best esti¬ 
mate yet of the potentially 
dangerous space rocks. 

The survey found there are 
likely 4,700 potentially haz¬ 
ardous asteroids, plus or 
minus 1,500 space rocks, that 
are larger than 330 feet (100 
meters) wide and in orbits that 
occasionally bring them close 
enough to Earth to pose a con¬ 
cern, researchers said. To date, 
only about 30 percent of those 
objects have actually been 
found, they added. 

Potentially hazardous as¬ 
teroids, or PHAs in NASA- 
speak, are space rocks in 
orbits that come within 5 mil¬ 
lion miles (8 mil lion kilome- 

$-i 


ters) of Earth and are large 
enough to cause damage on re¬ 
gional or global scale if they 
were ever to hit our planet. 

The new study was based 
on observations from NASA's 
Wide-field Infrared Survey 
Explorer (WISE), an infrared 
space telescope. While the tel¬ 
escope data returned an esti¬ 
mate of the potentially 
dangerous near-Earth asteroid 
population that is similar to 
previous projections, it also re¬ 
vealed some surprising new 
results. 

According to the survey, 
about twice as many asteroids 
are in so-called "lower-inclina¬ 
tion orbits" — which are more 
closely aligned with Earth's 
path around the sun than other 
objects — than previously 
thought researchers said. 
[Video: WISE Telescope's As¬ 
teroid Census] 

"A possible explanation is 
that many of the PHAs may 
have originated from a colli¬ 
sion between two asteroids in 
the main belt lying between 
Mars and Jupiter," NASA offi¬ 
cials explained in a statement. 
"A larger body with a low-in¬ 
clination orbit may have bro¬ 
ken up in the main belt, 
causing some of the fragments 
to drift into orbits closer to 
Earth and eventually become 
PHAs." 

Those low-inclination 
space rocks also appear to be 
smaller and brighter than other 
near-Earth asteroids and are 
more likely to encounter 
Earth, researchers said. 

"Our team was surprised to 
find the overabundance of 
low-inclination PHAs," Amy 
Mainzer, of NASA's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, Calif., said in a 
statement. Mainzer is principal 
investigator of WISE's aster¬ 
oid-hunting mission, which is 
called NEO WISE. 

"Because they will tend to

make more close approaches 
to Earth, these targets can pro¬ 
vide the best opportunities for 
the next generation of human 
and robotic exploration." 

Scientists made the new 
near-Earth asteroid estimate 
based on observations of 107 
asteroids by WISE, which 
launched in 2009 and mapped 
the entire sky twice before 
ending its primary mission in 
2011. Before shutting down, 
the observatory made a con¬ 
certed search for near-Earth 
asteroids as part of an ex¬ 
tended mission dubbed NEO¬ 
WISE. 

The $320 million WISE 
telescope snapped images of 
about 600 near-Earth aster¬ 
oids, with about 135 of them 
being completely new discov¬ 
eries. The telescope also ob¬ 
served millions of other 
objects, including distant

galaxies and star nurseries. 

"NASA’s NEOWISE proj¬ 
ect, which wasn't originally 
planned as part of WISE, has 
turned out to be a huge 
bonus," Mainzer said. "Every¬ 
thing we can learn about these 
objects helps us understand 


their origins and fate." 

During its asteroid hunt, the 
WISE telescope searched for 
space rocks within about 120 
million miles (195 million km) 
of the sun. For comparison, the 
Earth is about 93 million miles 
(150 million km) from the sun.

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Italy's Monti says Greeks want to stay 
in eurozone 


:Prime Minister Mario Monti 
yesterday he was convinced 
that Greeks want to stay in the 
euro but the crisis had shown 
that more European Central 
Bank involvement was likely 
needed. 

"Greeks want to stay in the 
euro," Monti said in an inter¬ 
view on CNN. 

"Not all Greeks are ready to 
do what is necessary to stay in 
the euro, but I think as we ap¬ 
proach the 17th of June elec¬ 
tion date, the feeling in Greece 
is that it’s crucial for their 
country." 

His comments were made 
shortly before his decision to 
cut short his stay at a NATO 
summit here and return to Italy 
to deal with the aftermath of a 
deadly school bombing and a 
fatal earthquake.

Greeks are expected back at 
the polls on June 17, only a 
few weeks after a May 6 ballot 
that returned a majority for 
anti-austerity or anti-European 
Union parties but failed to de¬ 
liver a workable coalition gov¬ 
ernment. 

Monti, fresh from G8 talks 
at President Barack Obama’s 
Camp David retreat outside the 
US capital, said a balance had 
to be struck with Athens on 
measures to promote growth 
and on previous pledges it 
made to its European partners. 

"Certainly Europe cannot, 
of course, abandon or even 
substantially undermine and 
reduce the commitments it 
asked of Greece in order to 
help it," the Italian premier 
said. "I think an equilibrium 
will be found." 

Asked if further help from 
the European Central Bank 
would be needed, Monti 


replied: "Of course, it is the 
most fundamental mission of 
the ECB... to see to it that the 
euro is safeguarded in its in¬ 
tegrity. 

"So I think against this 
background, the ECB, the EU 
institutions and the Greek au¬ 
thorities, or what is left of them 
in the process of reaching the 
new elections, will find a solu¬ 
tion. 

"It would not be the first 
time in the history of the EU 
that when Europe is really 
bumping into the wall all of a 
sudden, minds are focused, po¬ 
litical wills converge and the 
solution is found. But it is a 
critical situation." 

At Camp David, G8 leaders 
said they wanted debt-stricken 
Greece to stay in the eurozone 
but the group papered over 
deep-seated divisions about 
how best to tackle the crisis. 



Weaker euro zone nations need 
more support from core: UK 


LONDON - The euro zone 
can protect its currency if its 
stronger countries provide 
more support for the weaker 
to help them deal with their 
problems, British finance 
minister George Osborne 
said in a newspaper yester¬

Barron’s:Facebook shares 
could fall below IPO price

Shares in social media com¬ 
pany Facebook Inc (FB.O) 
could fall below the initial 
public offering price of $38, 
Barron’s wrote in its May 21 
edition. Barron’s is Amer¬ 
ica's premier financial maga¬ 
zine. It provides in-depth 
analysis and commentary on 
the markets, updated every 
business day online. 

Facebook saw its shares 
rise a scant 0.6 percent to 
$38.23 on Friday in the first 
day of trading. 

The stock stayed above 
the $38 IPO price, supported 
in the market by the deal's 
underwriters. But Barron's 
said the "big question" this 
week will be whether they 
continue to do so. 


Its shares still look over¬ 
priced compared with rivals 
such as Google Inc 
(GOOG.O), and all the more 
so given Facebook's chal¬ 
lenges in drawing revenue 
from mobile device users, the 
financial weekly wrote. 

Facebook's shares also 
face the prospect of pressure 
from heavy sales of stock be¬ 
tween now and the end of 
2012 if early and inside in¬ 
vestors get rid of shares 
ahead of a potential rise in 
capital gains taxes, according 
to Barron's. 


Google says it has China's 
approval for Motorola deal 



— Google said on Saturday 
that Chinese authorities have 
approved its $12.5 billion 
purchase of Motorola Mobil¬ 
ity Holdings, the last regula¬ 
tory hurdle to a deal that 
would allow the world's No. 
1 Internet search engine to 
develop its own line of smart 
phones. 

Google, which will be the 
newest entrant to the handset 
market, announced plans for 
the acquisition last year in a 
bid to secure Motorola's valu¬ 
able patents and pave the way 
for a pairing of Google's An¬ 
droid mobile software and 
Motorola's handset business. 


U.S. and European regula¬ 
tors approved the deal in Feb¬ 
ruary, leaving only the 
Chinese regulators as poten¬ 
tial spoilers. 

Google, whose Android 
software is the top operating 
system for Internet-enabled 
smart phones, wants phone- 
maker Motorola for its 
17,000 patents and 7,500 
patent applications, as it 
looks to compete with rivals 
such as Apple Inc. and defend 
itself and Android phone 
manufacturers in patent liti¬ 
gation. 

A main condition of the 
deal is that the Android sys¬ 
tem remain free and open for 
five years, said a source who 
is familiar with the Chinese 
approval but not authorized 
to discuss it.

Megrahi: 

Hero for some, mass 
murderer for many 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - Ab- 
delbaset Ali Mohmet al- 
Megrahi, who died aged 60 on 
Sunday, was hailed as a hero 
by some in Moamer Kadhafi's 
Libya, but reviled as a mass 
murderer by families of the 
270 people killed in the 1988 
Lockerbie bombing. 

The Libyan, who main¬ 
tained his innocence until the 
very end, is thought to have 
taken to the grave many secrets 
of the bombing attack on a Pan 
Am airliner over the Scottish 
town of Lockerbie in 1988. 

However, in a December in¬ 
terview Megrahi told several 
British newspapers that a book 
being written by investigative 
journalist John Ashton would 
clear his name. 

On Sunday, soon after his 
death was announced, his 
brother Mohammad insisted 
the man dubbed as the 
’’Lockerbie bomber” was not 
guilty of the attack. 

’’All the darkness of the uni¬ 
verse will never cover the 
flame of the candle which is 
the truth,” Mohammad 
Megrahi told AFP. 

’’Within the last decade 
more than 10 babies have been 
born in this family of Abdel- 
baset Megrahi. One day these 
Abdelbaset babies will get an 
apology from the world.” 

Megrahi suffered from 
prostate cancer and was hospi¬ 
talised for a few days in April 
before he was sent back home 
to be with his family. On April 
16, his other brother Abdel- 
hakim al-Megrahi, said his 
days ’’were numbered.” 

A Scottish court in 2001 
convicted Megrahi of the 1988 
attack on Pan Am flight 103 
over the Scottish town of 
Lockerbie, but he was released 
on compassionate grounds in 
2009 after doctors said he had 
only three months to live. 

Most of those killed in the 
bombing of the Boeing 747 jet 
headed from London to New 
York were Americans. All 259 
passengers and crew were 


killed, along with 11 people on 
the ground. 

On his release on August 20, 
2009, Megrahi was greeted as 
a hero in Kadhafi’s Libya by 
some, after having served eight 
years of a minimum 27-year 
sentence for his role in the 
bombing. 

An unnamed Libyan official 
in the regime of Kadhafi had at 
the time said Megrahi was a 
"hero who sacrificed himself to 
lift the (international) embargo 
on our country.” 

”To allow him to spend the 
remainder of his days in his 
homeland is the least that 
Libya can offer this man who 
has been the victim of an inter¬ 
national injustice.” 

His return to Libya was the 
first time he had set foot on his 
native soil since 1999, when he 
and co-accused A1 Amin Khal¬ 
ifa Fhimah were handed over 
by Libya for trial after years of 
diplomatic wrangling. 

The pair were originally in¬ 
dicted in 1991 for the Pan Am 
attack following an investiga¬ 
tion by British and US police. 
Fhimah was later acquitted. 

At his trial, which started in 
2000 and was held in the 
Netherlands under Scots law, 
Megrahi, a fluent English 
speaker, cut an aristocratic fig¬ 
ure in the dock. The tall, lean 
and serious man turned out in 
a long traditional Libyan robe. 

He was working as chief of 
airline security for Libyan Arab 
Airlines in Malta at the time of 
the attack. 

But US detectives claimed 
his airline work served as a 
cover for a role with the Libyan 
Secret Service. 

Crucial evidence against 
Megrahi came from a shop¬ 
keeper in Malta who identified 
him as the man who bought 
clothing linked to the suitcase 
containing the bomb. 

In his December interview 
with British dailies, Megrahi 
claimed that he had ’’never 
seen” the Maltese shopkeeper.

Van Persie ready to make 
his mark at Euro 2012 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Having 
shaken off his injury woes to 
emerge as one of Europe's 
deadliest strikers, Robin van 
Persie's next challenge is to 
make an impact at a major in¬ 
ternational tournament with 
the Netherlands. 

The 2011-12 season was 
without doubt the finest of the 
Dutchman's career, as he 
scored 30 goals for Arsenal to 
finish as top scorer in the Pre¬ 
mier League, earning himself 
multiple recognition at the 
end-of-season award cere¬ 
monies. 

After making only 25 
league appearances in the pre¬ 
vious season, van Persie 
played in every game of Arse¬ 
nal's most recent campaign, 
suggesting that the injuries that 
stunted his progress in the past 
are now behind him. 

With 37 goals in all compe¬ 
titions, the 28-year-old placed 
himself in the company of Eu¬ 
rope's most prolific goalscor- 
ers. 

His next assignment is to 
leave a mark at Euro 2012. 

Van Persie was a member of 
the Dutch side that reached the 
final at the last World Cup in 



2010 but he scored just one 
goal en route and failed to 
make a lasting impression on 
the tournament. 

His agitation was, at times, 
plain to see, such as when he 
reacted angrily to being substi¬ 
tuted by coach Bert van Mar- 
wijk after another goalless 
showing in the last-16 success 
against Slovakia. 

He was a member of the 
Dutch squad at both the 2006 
World Cup and Euro 2008 but 
in both tournaments he was 
used mainly as an impact 
player. 

Now, though, he is one of 
the most feared forwards in the 
game and will spearhead the 4- 
2-3-1 formation introduced by 
Marco van Basten and kept in 
place by his successor van 
Marwijk. 

With his intuitive move¬ 
ment, deft footwork and pre¬ 
cise shooting, van Persie is an 
untypical striker but Arsenal's 
third-place Premier League 
finish owed much to the club 
captain's unerring eye for goal. 

"He is like Lionel Messi in 
the positional sense," says Ar¬ 
senal coach Arsene Wenger. 
"He doesn't play like a real 
centre-forward but if you look 
at his movement, he is very in¬ 
telligent because of his diago¬ 
nal runs. 

"And his first touch is so 
good that in tight spaces he can 
make a difference, also be¬ 
cause he has a very short back- 
lift for a big guy." 

For all his fine form, van 
Persie's place in the Dutch 
starting XI is not as secure as 
it might appear. 

He may have bagged six 
goals in qualifying but Klaas- 
Jan Huntelaar scored 12 and 
the Schalke striker also netted 
29 goals in the Bundesliga to 
claim Germany's version of 
the golden boot. 

The two players were occa¬ 
sionally deployed alongside 
each other in qualifying but 
that obliged van Persie to play 
in a right-wing or support- 
striker position that he has not 


adopted for Arsenal for some 
years. 

Given the strength of Hol¬ 
land's group, however, van 
Marwijk is likely to err on the 
side of caution, which should 
mean van Persie starting on his 
own up front against Denmark, 
Germany and Portugal in 
Group B. 

"Playing with your national 
team always differs from rep¬ 
resenting your club," he told 
World Soccer magazine re¬ 
cently. 

"At Arsenal I train with the 
boys every day but with Hol¬ 
land it is once in a while for a 
short period. You cannot com¬ 
pare the two. 

"Nearer to a tournament, 
though, we have more time to 
train, play together and adjust 
to each other, so it's something 
we are used to." 

The Netherlands have regu¬ 
larly been cited among the 
favourites in the build-up to 
the competition but how far 
they go may well depend on 
how quickly van Persie can 
adapt to the unique demands 
of tournament football. 

Fall short again and Hunte¬ 
laar is waiting.

Everybody chipped in," 
said Durant 

The Lakers led by 13 points 
with just under eight minutes 
to play but the Thunder would¬ 
n't quit, going on a 25-9 run to 
close the game spearheaded by 
Russell Westbrook and Du¬ 
rant. 

Durant finished with 31 
points, 13 rebounds and West¬ 
brook had a team-high 37 
points for the Thunder who 
lead the Western Conference 
series three games to one. 

The Thunder can wrap up 
the series with a win in game 
five on Monday in Oklahoma. 

Kobe Bryant once again car¬ 
ried the Lakers on his back, 
but he couldn't do it alone. 
Bryant scoring eight of his 
team's final 10 points and fin¬ 
ished with a game-high 38 
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points, eight rebounds and five 
assists. 

The Lakers were their own 
worst enemy at times as Pau 
Gasol made a bad pass that led 
to a turnover and the go-ahead 
three pointer, and then World 
Peace failed to guard Durant 
on the shot. 

Guard James Harden 
drained two free throws with 
seven seconds left to make it 
103-98 and help seal the win. 
Bryant hit a two pointer at the 
buzzer to close out the scoring. 

Centre Andrew Bynum said 
the Lakers got complacent 
after they compiled their 
biggest lead of the game at 13 
points. 

"We were up 13 and they 
started scoring easy baskets 
and then they just grinded it out 
with Westbrook and Durant," 
said Bynum, who finished with 
18 points and nine rebounds. 

For the second time in the 
series the Lakers failed to hold 
a lead. After getting blown out 
in game one, the Lakers led for 
much of game two but couldn't 
close the deal down the stretch. 

World Peace said everybody 
shares the blame in Saturday's 
loss. 

"They set a lot of screens. I 
thought they were going to set 
a screen so I didn't get up too 
close on him (Durant). Every¬ 
body has to do their part. That 
was a team malfunction," 
World Peace said. 

Harden had another solid 
performance for the Thunder 
who earned their first road 
playoff win over the Lakers in 
their last 15 tries. Harden fin¬ 
ished with 12 points. 


ROME (AFP) - Maria Shara¬

A frustrating day at the sod¬ 
den Foro Italico ended in anger 
as spectators tossed plastic 
water bottles onto the court 
after the high-profile men's 
final between Novak Djokovic 
and Rafael Nadal was post¬ 
poned until today. 

The weather was mainly re¬ 
sponsible and the decision was 
only made after heated discus¬ 
sions between the tournament 
and the ATP, some conducted 
on the court after the women's 
event ended. 

But another reason for post¬ 
poning the men's final was due 


to worries over security, with 
thousands of football fans in 
the vicinity of the Foro Italico. 

Officials and police were 
wary of tennis fans mixing 
with rival football supporters 
heading to Sunday night's Ital¬ 
ian Cup final between Juven- 
tus and Napoli at the Olympic 
Stadium, just a few hundred 
metres away. 

World number two Shara¬ 
pova claimed her 26th career 
trophy, but it was a struggle for 
the Russian, who found herself 
6-4, 4-0 down before the play¬ 
ers were forced off by rain for 
over two hours just as the final 
set tie-break was about to com¬ 
mence. 

Sharapova now leads Li 7- 
4 in their head-to-head series, 
with the Chinese player com¬ 
ing close to winning her first 
title since claiming her historic 


French Open crown last June. 

Sharapova added a second 
Rome crown to the Stuttgart 
claycourt title she earned in 
April. 

During the women's final, 
hovering helicopters, explod¬ 
ing fireworks and groups of 
chanting football fans outside 
the fenced-off courts made for 
distractions. 

Sharapova and Li were sent 
off court with the third set 
poised at a tie-break to decide 
the match. They came back 
more than two hours later and 
played seven additional min¬ 
utes before Sharapova pre¬ 
vailed. 

As steady rain fell, the de¬ 
termined pair played on, with 
a brief stoppage at the two- 
and-a-half-hour mark while 
they sat in their chairs.

Tens of thousands greet victorious Chelsea 
team ‘ 2012 Champions League ’ home

LONDON (AFP) - Tens of 
thousands of Chelsea fans 
gave their team a hero’s wel¬ 
come on Sunday as they made 
an open-top bus parade 
through their west London 
home after their Champions 
League win over Bayern Mu¬ 
nich. 

Blue-clad fans lined the 
streets and roared their delight 
as the hero of Saturday’s vic¬ 
tory, Didier Drogba, held the 
trophy aloft, flanked by cap¬ 
tain John Terry, who was sus¬ 
pended for the final in 
Munich. 

The bus was emblazoned 
with a banner proclaiming 
’Champions of Europe' and 
Drogba, who scored the deci¬ 
sive spot-kick in the penalty 


shoot-out, milked the cheers 
of the crowd. 

Fans cheered, hung from 
lampposts and sounded horns 
as the bus passed along the 
route. 

It was the first time that 
Chelsea have won Europe's 
biggest club prize and fulfilled 
the ambition of their oligarch 
owner Roman Abramovich, 
who has pumped hundreds of 
millions of pounds into the 
club. 

The Russian owner and in¬ 
terim manager Roberto di 
Matteo were onboard as the 
bus made its way through the 
streets of south-west London. 

While the British press 
hailed the heroics of Didier 
Drogba in helping Chelsea 


win the Champions League 
and took pleasure in noting 


that a German side had "at 
last" lost on penalties. 

"Didi Did It," was the head¬ 
line in the Sun on Sunday, re¬ 
counting how Drogba first 
scored the equaliser in normal 
time and then stepped up to 
score the decisive spot kick as 
Chelsea beat Bayern Munich 
4-3 in a penalty shoot-out. 

The veteran is out of con¬ 
tract this summer and has yet 
to agree a new deal with 
Chelsea, who are reportedly 
reluctant to offer the striker 
the two-year extension he is 
seeking. 

Drogba later rejected sug¬ 
gestions that his winning goal 
might influence his decision to 
stay at Chelsea. 

The tabloid headlined an¬ 
other story simply "Germans 
lose on penalties" — hailing 
the turnaround in fortunes for 
an English team after decades 
of losing to Germany in 
penalty shootouts. 

England have lost twice to 
Germany in penalty shoot- 
outs, in the semi-final of the 
1990 World Cup and at the 
same stage of Euro 96. 

The papers also said 
Chelsea and Drogba had ban¬ 
ished the bitter memories of 
losing to domestic rivals Man¬ 
chester United on penalties in 
the 2008 Champions League 
final, when the striker was 
sent off. 

"Kings of Europe" was the 


headline in the Sunday Times, 
below a photograph of 
Chelsea's jubilant players 
sprinting to embrace Drogba 
after he sealed victory in Bay¬ 
ern's own Allianz Arena. 

The paper said that if last 
night was 34-year-old 
Drogba's final match for 
Chelsea, as seemed likely be¬ 
fore the game, then he was 
"never prepared to go quietly". 

"One of the great stories of 
modern sport is over. Finally," 
wrote the paper's football cor- 
respondentJonathan 
Northcroft. 

"Chelsea's hunt for the 
Champions League had be¬ 
come as epic as the pursuit of 
baseball's World Series by the 
Boston Red Sox, New 
Zealand's attempt to win back 
the Rugby World Cup, Eng¬ 
land's drive to become 
cricket's world No 1. 

"And with all those quests 
in recent years, there was a 
happy ending," he added. 

Many of the papers also 
said Roberto Di Matteo had 
earned the right to move up 
from caretaker manager to the 
job full-time — but most con¬ 
cluded that that was far from a 
certainty. 

Fans also indulged in the 
quirky ritual of throwing cel¬ 
ery at the players; a tradition 
that began in the late 1980s 
when the club's supporters 
started throwing sticks in the 
air wile chanting bawdy lyrics. 
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
